ouncil Sets 
$1.48 Rate on 
Taxes Monday 


Permits Construction of 
Sewer at Large 
Saving 









- Announcing that the figures giv- 
en out last week were but “tenta- 
tive,” the City Council set the tax 
rate for the next year at $1.48 at 
jts Monday night session. This 
js a five-cent increase, instead of 
the 12-cent revealed prey- 
jously. 

The reduction was made by par- 
ing down the general fund seven 
cents, it was revealed, No changes 
jn the announced line-up of sal- 
ary increases in the Fire and Po- 
lice Departments are contemplated, 
and plans for the purchase of two 
cars for the latter will be carried 


one 


out. 

The five-cent jump in tax rate 
is ascribed to construction of the 
new storm on Portland 
Avenue and is expected to swell 
the revenue to $104,102.31 during 
the next year. 

CLAIM SAVING 

The sewer is to be built at a 
total cost of $13,500, plans dis- 
close. Of this amount Albany will 
pay $4900, a similar amount will 
come from the quarter-cent gas 
tax fund, and Berkeley will put in 
$3700. If an district 
were set up, the council pointed 
out, the entire cost of the project 
would have to be borne by resi- 
dents of district and would, 
with interest and other expenses, 
run to nearly double that figure.

Hickman Case 


Is Dismissed 





On motion of Assistant District 
Attorney J, Frank Coakley to dis- 
miss the second charge against 
George W. Hickman, former Al- 
bany city judge, on the grounds 
that the evidence in the case was 
similar to that already heard in 
the first trial and that it would only 
be a repetition, Superior Judge 
Lincoln S. Church granted the re- 
quest Tuesday. 

This particular case came up 
several times and in each instance 
the District Attorney was not 
ready to go to trial and asked for 
a delay. 

The first case is already on file 

the Appellate Court and, ac- 
cording to the attorney in charge, 
stands a good chance of a favor- 
able decision. This reversal would 
automatically free Hickman and 
restore him to his former status 
as an attorney,

The 
man had been dead for several 
hours, his appearance showed. Sui- 
cide had been accomplished by 
means of a necktie looped over a 
low-hanging branch. 








Found some distance from the 
scene was a parked and locked se- 
dan whose presence had been re- 
ported to police early yesterday 
morning. A check-up of the li- 
cense number with Motor Vehicle 
Department records tallied with 
identification papers found on the 
body. 

At the Berkeley office of the 
Edward E. Niehaus and Com- 
pany, deputy coroner, a note was 
found to Heikka’s estranged wife, 
now living in Sacramento, The 
letter said: 

“Tf anything happens to me, you 
will find the car behind the Ritz, 
Aurora, I’m terribly sorry but just 


couldn’t make it. I’ve always 
loved you. Frank.” 
Heikka was employed as a 


brakeman for the Southern Pacific 
Company in Oakland and had re- 
cently separated from his wife. 
There are no children. 

The discoverer of the tragedy, 
Boam, lives at 1007 Evelyn Ave- 
nue.
